In 
1752 the Masonian Proprietors granted the land to Andrew Todd, who gave it the 
name Todd's-town. The town was incorporated as Henniker in 1768 by Governor 
John Wentworth, in honor of Sir John Henniker, a London merchant who had 
shipping interests in Boston and Portsmouth prior to the Revolution. This town 
has the distinction of being "the only Henniker on earth."

Population Trends: Population change for Henniker totaled 2,769 over 50 years, 
from 1,675 in 1950 to 4,444 in 2000. The largest decennial percent change was 
44 percent between 1960 and 1970, followed by a 38 percent increase between 


1970 and 1980. The 2007 Census estimate for Henniker was 5,063 residents, which ranked 
67th among New Hampshire's incorporated cities and towns.

Report of the Selectmen 


Your Board of Selectmen has been properly concerned with the economic problems currently facing the nation and 
the state. We have spent many hours reviewing the limited data available to judge the economic conditions of the 
community. 


With the cooperation of town employees, department heads, the Finance Officer and Town Administrator, we have 
reduced the initial budget requests by over $200,000 and agreed to allocate slightly more that 70% of our anticipated 
unexpended fund balance toward the reduction of taxes. 


This has enabled us to submit an operating budget that sets expenditures at $50,000 less than the current year. 
Unfortunately, a decrease in anticipated revenues will more than offset these decisions. However, the budget being 
recommended to voters will still only represent a slight increase of twenty-four cents in the tax rate. 


Our priority has been to maintain basic services and to protect essential staffing levels. The major reductions have 
come from delaying several costly capital improvement projects. These are normally funded by increasing the funds 
that are raised for capital reserve accounts, which are used to offset the cost of future purchases of costly vehicles 
and equipment. We believe that the budget will permit the maintaining of quality services for the next year. 


This past year has been a very active one for your Board of Selectmen and for the many volunteer committees that 
provide invaluable help in managing town affairs. 


Solid waste disposal has been an area of gradual and significant cost increases. The Selectmen have established a 
“Solid Waste Study Committee” to examine various alternative ways that this important public safety function can 
be handled. While recycling is one of the areas that will be studied, the committee also will examine a wide-range of 
other choices ranging from cooperative single-stream recycling efforts to pick-up services or maintaining the current 
program. The group, chaired by John Kjellman, is charged with reporting the anticipated costs and benefits of 
various options to the Selectmen in 2010. 


Your Selectmen have also established an “Energy Committee.” This group, chaired by Anthony Caplan, is busy 
conducting various studies and energy audits with the goal of finding ways to promote more efficient and less costly 
energy usage in our local government. Recommendations to install automatic thermostats and new energy efficient 
lighting in various town buildings have already been implemented. 


We have also been able to save some taxpayer funds by the use of bidding procedures for most of the expensive 
items. We have realized additional savings from letting all of the town’s custodial services out to bid in the same 
package. In addition, some fees have been increased to more accurately cover the actual cost of services. 

The sale of discontinued equipment and land sales earned the town close to $8,000 in revenues. The town also 
received close to $9,000 in either cash or material donations during the year. 


Our Department Heads have applied for and received over $100,000 in grants during the past year. This is above and 
beyond the normal grants for items such as road and bridge construction and repairs. Awards were received for 
Household Hazardous Waste Disposal, Used Oil Disposal, updating of the Emergency Management Plan, Base 
Radio at the fire station, forestry pants, DWI surveillance, speed surveillance, police computer equipment and 
software, energy improvements and rebates for energy savings. 


Selectmen have provided special funding for the consistent enforcement of the regulations currently in effect at our 
Transfer Station/Recycling Center. We are doing this on a trial basis and will consider the results before making a 
decision on whether or not to continue the position. 


The Board of Selectmen notes with appreciation the long-time contributions of Angela Robinson in organizing the 
community band concert program. With Robinson’s retirement, the Board has appointed a “Community Concert 
Committee” to carry on with this important town activity. The enjoyment of the concerts, either outdoor programs or 
meetings held in the Community Center, has been enhanced by the town’s purchase of a public address system. 


Report of the Selectmen (continued) 


The transferring of the tax maps onto a digital system has also been a great benefit to residents in need of accurate 
maps for a variety of projects. The work that Gertrude “Ging” Blanchard did for many years in laboriously updating 
the tax maps by hand is gratefully acknowledged by the Selectmen, on behalf of all residents. 


The “Old Home Days” program, held last summer, brought a great deal of pride and enjoyment to residents of all 
ages. The work of Chairperson Terri Trier and her hard-working committee members was exceptional and earned 
wide public approval. 


As a result of the interest generated in having more community-wide events, the Selectmen have established the 
Spirit of Henniker Organizational Team. “SHOT” will be independent of any future “Old Home Day” planning 
groups and will work to develop other community projects. These activities will be smaller and held throughout the 
year. “Old Home Days” will hopefully be held every five or six years. 


It should be noted that the US Environmental Protection Agency has awarded the staff of the Henniker Waste Water 
Treatment Plant the 2008 Regional EPA Wastewater Treatment Plant Excellence Award. 


The Selectmen have continued their policy and procedure development. Some regulations have been updated to 
reflect current best practices. A number of policies are aimed at spelling out the proper financial procedures to be 
used in handling town funds. Rules have been established for the handling of investments, making of daily deposits, 
authorizing employee overtime work and handling cash receipts. 


In addition, we have developed rules for groups using our athletic facilities, regulations governing the use of people 
powered-vehicles and restrictions on the pumping of water onto town roads during winter months. 


Various committees have worked hard to develop or revise various management plans that are required to meet 
local, state or federal requirements. A “Hazard Mitigation Plan” and “Town Safety Plan” have been adopted; the 
vital “Emergency Management Plan” has been updated; and we continue working to develop a forward-looking 
“Road Management Plan.” 


The Board provided oversight for the completion of the Ramsdell Road bridge project, police station renovations and 
the purchase of a tanker for the fire department. 


The Selectmen are currently reviewing the status of various Class 5 roads that are often viewed as private driveways 
and considering the options that are available for enforcing the regulations governing illegal junkyards. 


The community is very fortunate that twenty-two of its thirty-two employees have five years or more experience 
working for the town. Almost one-half of our staff have over ten years of experience. Senior members are Kim 
Johnson and Mary Dowse, each with 20 years of service. We gratefully acknowledge the hard work and excellent 
services that our employees provide to the public.

Report of the Town Administrator 


This past summer the town instituted several policies relative to the rental of the town’s soccer fields on Old 
Concord Road for non-resident users. Such policies are designed to offset some of the maintenance expenses 
incurred by the Parks Department. Also, several policies were adopted that require application request forms for 
any non-town sponsored group if they are interested in selling food and other goods on town ball fields and parks. 
Such policies included the requirement of providing insurance coverage for the respective applicant. 


The town made use of the new sound system for several events including Memorial Day and a ceremony honoring 
Angela Robinson. Other events were special town related “public hearings’ conducted by various committees, 
boards and the selectmen inside the Henniker Community Center. 


The police station renovations were open for public viewing on Memorial Day. This project provided a 
reconfiguration of office space and the construction of two new ‘holding areas’ for the detainees. 


The Highway Department continues its road reconstruction and paving programs throughout many sections of 
town with the reconstruction on Bacon Road and repaving of Old Concord Road at Route 202/9 (across from Old 
West Hopkinton Road). Paving was also done on Post Office Place. Also, many miles of gravel roads in town 
were repaired and rebuilt including drainage repairs. A rebuilding of the Western Avenue sidewalk from the 
Henniker Community School to a point across from the NEC ball field driveway was completed in which 
widening and repaving took place. 


The Wastewater Treatment Plant upgrading project was completed and has proven successful in improving the 
quality of the facility. 


The Parks and Properties Department continues to help our town look attractive with the meticulous care that is 
given to the soccer and baseball fields; the upkeep of town buildings, downtown enhancement such as the 
repainting and repairing of the park benches along Main Street; and maintaining the many flowers which they 
plant in the spring. 


I would like to take this opportunity to give special thanks for the support given by the Budget Advisory 
Committee, Board of Selectmen and the department heads and staff, whose expertise and dedication have been so 
important in successfully maintaining a town government. It is always a joint effort to live within the budget and 
be successful in carrying out the tasks 
requested by the Selectmen and 
department heads. 


As in the past, I feel that the Selectmen 
have submitted a budget for the 
upcoming Town Meeting that will meet 
the necessary operational and capital 
needs of the community for 2009. 


Finally, I would invite anyone to call or 
visit me at the town hall at any time if 
you have any concerns or questions.

2008 proved to be a very busy year for the 
department. Please take a moment to review our 
yearly statistics, which are included in this report. 
We had some unique challenges to overcome during 
the year and I believe we successfully met each one 
of them. 


One of those challenges was the winter of 2007/2008. 


As you know, it was a year in which the snow total 
was one of the highest on record. As a result, we 
covered more accidents, including vehicles stuck in 
snow banks, than we normally would. Our four- 
wheel drive, Ford Explorer, kept us mobile for the 
most part and certainly earned its keep. Then from a 
weather standpoint, just to keep us on our toes, as the 
year was coming to an end, mother nature hit us with 
a severe ice storm in which all of our residents lost 
electrical service for varying amounts of time. This 
was particularly stressful for all the emergency 
departments, as we had to constantly be mindful that 
many of our citizens were staying in very cold homes 
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with little or no heat, food or water. The emergency 
departments did many, many, citizens’ welfare checks 
during this time and I believe overall everyone performed 
in an exemplary fashion. Of course, we also had other 
worries such as alarms not working at our businesses and 
citizens’ homes so we had to pick up patrols in those 
areas as well. We would also like to thank the many 
volunteers that stepped forward to offer their assistance if 
we needed it. 


Of course during most of the summer and fall we had 
some rather extensive construction taking place on Route 
202/9. That was a challenge for us from a manpower 
perspective to say the least. I think it is very important 
for you to know that when the officers work these details 
that it costs the town nothing. In fact, after you deduct 
the officers’ detail wage, taxes, insurance, retirement, and 
take into account fuel used in the cruisers, etc., the town 
actually makes a net profit. All of these costs are billed 
out to the contractor who reimburses the town. 


Police Department (continued) 


Our DARE program, instructed by Officer Michael Martin, is celebrating its 19 year. Although we have had 
different instructors throughout the years, the program has remained constant. One of the things we are most proud 
of is that the DARE program has never cost the taxpayers any money, other than the instructor’s hourly pay, to host. 
The cost of the program is absorbed by the money we receive for the yearly calendars we do and through the 
generous donations of civic organizations, particularly the Masons, as well as some private donations made by local 
citizens. The DARE program is now taught in both the 5" and 7” grades. The 5" grade is presented with the main 
core of the program and the 7" grade gets a refresher so to speak. We continue to believe that the DARE program is 
very worthwhile and hope to continue it for many years to come. 


We continued to apply for and receive Highway Safety Grants for enhanced speed patrols and DWI enforcement on 
Routes 202/9 and 114. We try to do these grants in conjunction with the surrounding towns as well as the State 
Police and Merrimack County Sheriffs Department. We believe that these patrols are effective and will continue to 
pursue them in future years. Again, these grants allow us to do these extra patrols at no cost to the taxpayer. 


Please visit our website at www.hennikerpd.com. In addition to police department news, if you click on the 
resources button, you can find useful information about such issues as domestic violence, telephone scams, etc. You 
can also utilize the website to get copies of vacation house check forms, concealed weapons permits, etc. 


Finally, I have reached a personal and professional milestone. This year will be my 20" year anniversary serving as 
your police chief. When I arrived in 1989 I never believed that in 2009 I would be still authoring this yearly report. 
The average length of service for a police chief, nationwide, 1s approximately five years. I am the town’s second, 
full time chief. My predecessor was Tom Hassler and he, also, was your police chief for 20 years. I believe that it is 
a credit to the town officials and especially the citizens that your first two, full time, police chiefs stayed 20 years or 
more. This is a very hard and sometimes highly stressful job. Without your support it would be impossible to do it 
with any reasonable success. I wish to sincerely thank you for allowing me the great honor of serving you and your 
families all these years.

- Animal Control Officer - 
Not “Dog Catcher” But One Who Cares 


Well, Ido pick up dogs, but that is for their own good, 
so they don’t get killed while running down the road by 
a fast car that can’t stop in time. Some people don’t 
understand this. 


I am your animal control officer. I am not the dreaded 
“dog catcher” or other names you call me. 


It is not I, who allows your pet to roam the streets, to be 
hit by passing motorists, to contract diseases from other 
free-roaming animals or poisoned by rotting garbage. I 
am the one who must look into those sick, pain glazed 
eyes and try to remove the animal without causing it 
further pain and then humanely put an end to its 
suffering. 


It is not I, who allows your pets to bark for sustained 
periods of time to disturb the peace and quiet of a 
neighborhood, growls, snaps at, runs after, bites, 
attacks, chases people, bicycles, motor vehicles on the 
streets, or public ways. 


It is not I, who allows your pet to breed, who abandons 
unwanted animals on back roads, telling yourself, 

some friendly person will surely take them in and give 
them a good home. But I am the one who must pick up 
the frightened animal who waits in vain for its beloved 
master, wondering why it has been abandoned. I am the 
one who must find the animals before they die of 
starvation, exposure or disease. I am the one who helps 
with trapping, removing that animal because it has 
begun to roam in packs with other abandoned hungry 
animals, killing livestock, fowl and game. I am forced 
to deal with this problem each year, but because of 
your irresponsibility, I have no choice. 


It is not I, who keeps a pet confined in an area too 
small, without food, water, shelter or exercise. But I 
must deal with the irresponsible owner who does. 


It is not I, who refuses to spend the time and money to 
keep up regular inoculations (Rabies) that all warm 
blooded animals require. But I am the one who must 
pick up the sick animal that is dying of a preventable 
disease. 


Protect Your Family, Yourself & Neighbors! 
Have all your animals vaccinated! 


So please remember, the next time your child is bitten by 
a stray dog, barks to disturb the peace and quiet of a 
neighborhood, your trash is dumped and scattered, your 
pet is lost, stolen, poisoned or hit by a car, it is the animal 
control officer you call. 


The next time your pet is picked up, or you are cited for 
neglecting or abusing it, remember, I am only trying to 
get you to fulfill your responsibility to your pet, your 
neighbor, your family and yourself. 


Town License and Rabies Tags 
required on all dogs.... 


Be responsible - No pet should be allowed to breed 
indiscriminately. Please spay/neuter your animals. 
Provide your animal with some form of identification, be 
it a license tag, rabies tag, ID tag, or microchip. In doing 
so, these lost animals will not add to the shelter 
population problem because they are carrying their 
“ticket home.”

The Henniker Rescue Squad is 
pleased to report on Department 
activities for the year 2008. It 
was another busy year for us. 
For the past three years we have 
remained at about the same call 
volume after an unprecedented 
decade of call volume increases. 
In 2008 the squad responded to 
567 emergency calls. Most of 
these calls were for trauma or 
cardiac related emergencies. 


Like the towns around us, we 
occasionally require the 
assistance of mutual aid to 
cover calls that we are unable to 
cover. Fortunately we are still 
on the providing end more than 
we are on the receiving end. In 
2008 we responded to calls oe

already on a call. Other times we require assistance because we simply do not have the staff available. This is an 
area of great concern to us that we continue to strive to solve. 


At an average of nearly one call per day we continue to need additional volunteers. We currently have a roster of 20 
members, but due to ever increasing work and personal commitments the amount of time each member can donate 
continues to diminish. For over 30 years the Squad was able to operate with volunteers alone. In 2001 the Town 
hired two full-time EMT/Firefighters to work weekday hours. We continue to operate at that level of staffing today. 
We need more volunteers to assist with weeknight and weekend emergency responses. If you are interested in 
serving your community by offering state-of-the-art pre-hospital emergency medical care, please contact the 
Rescue Squad at 428-7552. 


As with all town departments, we have done our utmost to run as efficiently as possible and eliminate any 
unnecessary purchases. In 2008 the Town authorized an operating budget for the Rescue Squad of $219,440. Our 


financial report is as follows:

In 2008 the Rescue Squad lost a great friend in 
founding member Joe Parris. After Joe succumbed to 
illness, we reflected on how far the squad has come 
since its inception. As we mourn the loss of Joe, we 
take pause of the work done by those that have come 
before us as we enter into our 40" year of service. 


In 1969 the Rescue Squad was born as a result of 
tragedy. At that time there was no easy way to get 
someone to emergency medical care. Nine dedicated 
volunteers worked tirelessly to establish a reliable 
response network within the Town to offer this service. 
Since inception the Rescue Squad has striven to meet 
five simple goals; the visions of our founders: 


1. To provide a necessary and adequate emergency 
medical service system to the Town of Henniker 
and the surrounding communities under appropriate 
mutual aid agreements. This service is to be the 
best possible, within the limits of this call 
organization. 

2. To maintain a program of continuing training for 
all members of the Henniker Rescue Squad. 

3. To promote and advance the interests of the 
Henniker Rescue Squad. 

4. To promote the public welfare. 

5. To maintain coordination with all the other 
agencies directly or indirectly involved with the 
Henniker Rescue Squad. 


It was the vision of these men that set the precedence 
for all of us to live up to. We take great pride in 
carrying on the tradition that was started those 40 years 
ago. To that end we strive to maintain a diversified 
membership that responds at all levels of national 
certification. 


Currently, the Henniker Rescue Squad has | First 
Responder, 10 EMT-Basics, 5 EMT-Intermediates, and 
3 Paramedics. This level of staffing has required over 
5,500 hours of Nationally Certified Licensure Training. 
Once licensed, our responders must attend additional 
training hours to maintain certifications and to stay 
current with the latest technology in emergency 
medicine. Annually the squad attends nearly 1,000 
hours of continuing education. 


Although the Town of Henniker reimburses for the 
tuition cost of licensure classes up to the EMT- 
Intermediate level and the cost of all the required 
continuing education hours, the responders are not paid 
for their time to attend these classes. In essence the 
members of the squad donate over $10,000 in training 
time to the Town of Henniker. 


We would like to thank the residents of Henniker for all 
of your continued support throughout the year. Your 
donations and vocal support of us makes the call to duty 
that much easier. In 2008 “The Friends of Henniker 
Rescue Squad” put over $7,500 worth of donations to 
good use in the purchase of updated equipment that we 
otherwise would have to put off or not purchase at all. 
Much of this money comes from the generosity of the 
residents in memoriam of loved ones or through 
individual fund raising events. We thank you very much. 


It is important to point out the benefit that the Town has 
in the longevity of the members of the Squad. At the 
conclusion of 2008, the Henniker Rescue Squad had 
contributed a combined 150 years of service to the Town 
of Henniker. I would like to personally thank the 
members for all of their dedication and for all the hours 
that they donate. 


We would like to extend our appreciation to Deputy 
Chief Warren Lapham who retired in February 2008. 
Warren gave over 12 years of dedicated service to the 
Town. During his tenure he responded at the level of 
EMT-Basic and served the department as Lieutenant 
Training Officer and as Deputy Chief. Thank you 
Warren. We wish you all the best.

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Fire Department 


During 2008 the Fire Department responded to 330 incidents. This number does not include medical calls. 


During 2008 we conducted Fire Prevention training at the Henniker Community School and with area 
preschools. We conducted 122 plan reviews and inspections of properties in the Town to ensure adequate 
fire protection and life safety measures were in place. We participated in a new program this year in 
conjunction with New England College (NEC) and the New Hampshire Fire Academy. NEC staff and 
student residence hall supervisors were able to spend a day at the New Hampshire Fire Academy where 
they learned about fire safety and participated in several exercises. They practiced escaping from a smoke 
filled building and dragging a downed victim to safety. They operated a fire hose, climbed a 100’ aerial 
ladder and observed fire behavior with a live burn of a simulated dorm room. This was a very successful 
program that we plan on continuing in the future. 


We took delivery of a new tanker truck, replacing a 26-year-old vehicle. This new tanker has improved 
safety features and pump capacity and should serve the Town for many years. 


During 2008 we applied for several grants and received two, one from the State of New Hampshire for 
forestry equipment and one federal Fire Act Grant to install vehicle exhaust recovery equipment at the fire 
station. The value of these two grants is $33,000. 


The ice storm during December required a significant response from the Fire Department. We responded 
to more than 40 storm-related incidents. The Fire Station was open and staffed day and night for the first 
six days of the incident, providing assistance to all who requested it. During the storm we conducted door- 
to-door welfare checks at Rush Square Elderly Housing and in areas of Town that were not accessible by 
road due to downed trees and wires. We set up a generator to power the Town radio system and repeater 
for the Police radios. We pumped basements for those with no power. We responded to several carbon 
monoxide incidents caused by generator use or heating system problems. We delivered bottled water to 
several residents who needed assistance and many residents came to the Fire Station for water. Members 
of the department drove every road in Town and inventoried problems with trees and wires to provide 
information to the Highway Department and Public Service (PSNH) in planning their response in 
Henniker. Many community members volunteered during this emergency; serving at the shelter, offering 
up their generators for strangers to use, providing food etc. Area businesses fed fire crews and people 
using the shelter. NEC and the Community School provided great support. Henniker residents can be 
proud of the way the citizens, businesses and the Town Departments handled this difficult time. 


Thank you to the members who devote so much of their time to make this department work and to 
their employers, who allow members to leave during the business day to protect our community. We 
have several vacancies on the department and encourage anyone who is interested in participating to 
stop by the station and explore the possibilities of membership.

2008 ANNUAL REPORT TO BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


This report is presented to the Board of Directors of the Capital Area Fire Compact as a summary of general 
activities for the 2008 calendar year. It is also forwarded to the governing bodies of the Compact’s member 
communities for informational purposes. 


The Compact departments provide emergency fire and rescue services, including emergency dispatching, to its 
twenty member communities. The Compact’s operational area is 711 square miles with a resident population of 
124,827. We also provide and receive mutual aid responses with communities beyond our member area. 


Dispatch services are provided by the City of Concord Fire Department’s Communications Center utilizing eight 
shift dispatchers and the Dispatch Supervisor. Fire and Emergency Medical dispatched calls totaled 21,967 in 2008. 
We continue to be one of the busiest regional dispatch centers in New Hampshire. The detailed activity report by 
community is attached. 


The Chief Coordinator responded to 152 incidents in 2008, assisted departments with management functions on 
major incidents, and participated with Chief Officers on mutual aid response planning. Data entry of dispatch 
information is handled at the Compact’s administrative office utilizing a part-time Administrative Assistant. The 
Chief Coordinator continued to participate on several state and regional committees that affect mutual aid operations. 
The 2007 Command Vehicle responds to all major mutual aid incidents and is available to function as a Command 
Post. 


In 2008, the State of New Hampshire suffered heavy damage from severe weather conditions. One of these major 
events was a tornado that touched down in the Deerfield/Epsom area on July 24th and quickly traveled northerly 
ending in the Ossipee area. This event caused heavy property destruction and the loss of a life. The other major 
event was a severe ice storm in December in the southern sections of New Hampshire. Heavy ice damage caused 
major power outages affecting upwards of 300,000 residents and businesses for many days. These events tested the 
resources of many public safety agencies, including the Compact. Although many of our member communities were 
directly damaged, we were able to play a major role in providing personnel and equipment resources during both of 
these events to other communities. Most of these responses were provided through use of the New Hampshire Fire 
Mobilization Plan, a response plan that the Compact heavily supports and participates in. 


With the aid of Homeland Security grant funding, we continue to move forward toward completion of radio 
upgrades to digital capability. The installation of a digital capable radio console is in progress at Fire Alarm 
Dispatch as this report is being written. 


The 2008 Compact operating budget was $ 851,282. All Compact operations, including the Chief Coordinator’s 
position, office, command vehicle, and dispatch services are provided through this budget. Funding by the member 
communities is based on a combination of property 

valuations and population. 


The Compact Training Committee chaired by Assistant Chief Dick Pistey, with members Chief Keith Gilbert, Chief 
Gary Johnson, and Chief Peter Angwin assisted all departments in hosting mutual aid training exercises during the 
year. Mutual aid drills involve several departments and test the system capabilities in fire suppression, emergency 
medical, mass casualty, rescue, hazardous materials, incident management, and personnel safety. We thank the 
Training Committee for their continuing support to the Compact.

The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team, representing 55 communities in Capital Area and Lakes Region mutual 
aid systems continues to train and responds to hazardous materials incidents in our combined coverage area. The 
team operates under the direction of Chief Bill Weinhold with three response units and will welcome personnel 
interested in becoming active members. We appreciate and thank the team members for their dedication in 
providing this important emergency service. 


We encourage all departments to send representatives and actively participate in all Compact meetings. Your input 
is needed on all issues and your members need to be informed of Compact activities and planning. 


Thanks to all departments for your great cooperation.

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Henniker Fire Auxiliary 


Henniker Fire The primary mission of Henniker Fire Auxiliary is to provide basic support for fire 
and rescue personnel, from Henniker and mutual aid towns, particularly during 


large scale emergency incidents of lengthy duration. Support usually involves 
providing food and beverages at the Fire Station or at the emergency site. But it 
may also involve other responsibilities, depending on the nature of the emergency. 
The Auxiliary stands ready to be mobilized during large-scale fires, major highway 
accidents and natural disasters. During the December 2008 ice storm, the Fire 
Auxiliary was mobilized for three days, providing hot meals and snacks to the 
Town’s emergency workers and road crew. 


1% The Fire Auxiliary also assists the town in non-emergency events, when invited by 
Auxiliary the Fire Department Chief. During Spring 2008, Henniker Fire Auxiliary 
distributed refreshments to approximately 100 police, fire and rescue personnel from Henniker and mutual aid 
communities who participated in a Mass Casualty Drill held at New England College. Also during 2008, the Fire 
Auxiliary handed out bottled water at several public events, including Memorial Day and Old Home Day parades 
and the funeral for Hopkinton Patrolman Sean Powers. 


The Fire Auxiliary receives no financial support from the Town of Henniker. Food for the Auxiliary’s mission is 
purchased entirely with funds raised by the organization. During 2008, the Fire Auxiliary sold t-shirts, handmade 
crafts and cookies at Weber Day, Old Home Days and at the second annual Cookie Craze. We very much appreciate 
the many donations of cash and food received from the Henniker community as well as the support from everyone 
who purchased items from our sales tables — thank you! The State of New Hampshire recently recognized Henniker 
Fire Auxiliary as a nonprofit and tax-exempt charitable trust. 


Officers of Henniker Fire Auxiliary include President Heather French, Vice President Shelagh Mannix, Treasurer 
Nancy DeMoura and Secretary Cindi Burns Martin. Other members include Denise Davison, Margaret Fellows, 
Ryan Hornblower and Cindy Marsland.

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Wastewater Treatment Plant 


In 2008 the Henniker Wastewater Treatment Plant 
processed 80 million gallons of wastewater and 95,000 
gallons of septage, which produced 262 tons of 
biosolids. The biosolids were shipped to the 
Merrimack, NH Composting Facility for further 
treatment and disposal. 


Several pieces of equipment were replaced in 2008 as 
part of our ongoing preventative maintenance program. 
One sludge holding tank blower and two septage 
mixers were replaced. We also raised 14 manhole 
frames and covers to grade on Rush Road that the State 
D.O.T. had paved over the previous year. Our next 
project will be replacing our two clarifier drives and 
rake arm mechanisms. This job went out to bid in June 
and was awarded to Infrastructure Construction 
Corporation in September. The equipment was ordered 
late in the fall and construction is expected to begin in 
the spring of 2009.

I’m quite sure everyone reading this can recall the ice storm that hit the area on December 12, 2008. How could we 
forget. It was a devastating storm that caused property damage and wide spread power outages throughout New 
Hampshire and beyond. The wastewater treatment plant and two wastewater pumping stations were fully operational 
during the storm, thanks to our emergency generators. The generators ran for more than 36 hours, supplying the 
power needed to keep our facilities running smoothly. We did loose one small electric motor at the Ramsdell Road 
pump station due to water damage. 


On January 2"° 2009, the staff at the Henniker Wastewater Treatment Plant were informed by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) that they had been selected as a 2008 Regional EPA Wastewater Treatment 
Plant Excellence Award recipient. The award is based on compliance records, maintenance management, financial 
management, personnel training and biosolids handling. Henniker Wastewater was a recipient of an EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) Region | Wastewater Excellence Award in 1993 and 2003. 


The staff at the Treatment Plant would like to thank the residents of Henniker for their support and their commitment 
to protecting the environment.

2008 was spent on some much-needed building maintenance, painting, cleaning and organizing. We also responded 
to two large diameter water main breaks, installed one new residential service line, replaced one failed service line, 
and installed a new ten inch gate valve in the feed line to the Depot Hill storage tank in preparation of taking the 
tank off-line for cleaning and inspection. 


We are getting closer to meters. This year we will explore the administration side of meters and how best to pay for 
them (bond or lease). 


As the town grows, the average daily water consumption increases as well. Last year the average daily consumption 
was 280,000 gallons per day. We are still adding treatment for Ph adjustment. We will be adding bulk storage 
tanks this year so we can eliminate the handling of drums and get a better price for the product. 


Some time ago we purchased two stand-by generators for the pump stations. During the ice storm they performed 
very well; we ran on generator power for three days and were able to keep the town supplied with water.

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Highway Department 


2008 was a year for the record books. With 
record snowfall from January thru April and a 
major ice storm, along with several snow 
storms in December, the Highway Department 
was kept extremely busy.

I would like to thank the residents and the Transfer Station 
employees for helping to keep 2008 a safe and productive year. We 
enjoyed record high per ton revenue on all recyclables until mid- 
November when the markets fell sharply and we had record low per 
ton revenue. We had to pay a disposal fee for some of the 
recyclables. The prices are expected to start increasing in 2009. 


In 2008 there was 3,143.72 tons of trash delivered to the incinerator 
under the Town of Henniker’s contract. 1,106.05 tons came from 
the transfer station and 1,569.34 tons came from the commercial 
haulers. 


In 2008 only 35% of the 3,143.72 tons were delivered to the 
transfer station. That leaves 65% of the total trash going straight to 
the incinerator with little to no way of policing how much 
recycling, if any, was practiced, or how much out-of-town trash that 
we pay for is deposited in the various dumpsters around town. We 
are also concerned with open/unsecured containers which allow 
illegal dumping and extra weight due to rain/snow. 


The tipping and transportation cost to the incinerator for the 2008 
trash was $152,195. 


We have a recycling rate of 31.8% at the transfer station. When we 
factor in the additional weight from commercial haulers, our 
recycling rate decreased to 14%. 


We sent out 36 loads of C&D/building debris with a total weight of 
355.19 tons, at a cost for transportation and disposal of $36,063.40. 
Please be advised that an unknown amount of this tonnage came 
from several town entities, and snow/rain, thus we can not recoup 
or determine some of the disposal costs with fees.

Solid Waste Disposal Committee 


On May 6, 2008, the Selectmen authorized the creation of the Henniker Solid Waste Disposal Committee and 
charged it “with determining the current and projected waste stream for the Town of Henniker.” The Board 


assigned five tasks to the Committee. 


1. Based upon these projections, the committee will calculate the initial, short-term and long-term costs 
of initiating and carrying out various solid waste disposal systems. The study shall include: pay-as- 
you-throw, mandatory recycling, single stream recycling as well as the maintenance of the current 
program of solid waste disposal. The study shall include a summary of the advantage and 
disadvantages of each method that is reviewed. 


2. The committee will provide estimates of the costs for curbside collection for all systems where this 


option would be possible. 


3. The committee will provide estimates of the costs that may be associated with the use of any or all of 
the options currently available or planned by the area Cooperative. 
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Solid Waste Disposal Committee 


4. The cost estimates should include labor, land, equipment, facilities and any or all other reasonable 
expenses that may be associated with the specific option. 


at The committee shall consider the specific impact of all options upon local business and industry, 
public and private educational institutions, all types of residences and any and all other categories 
that may be faced with unique financial impacts. The committee was also asked to consider the 
impact of proposals upon the elderly, handicapped and those on low and fixed incomes. 


The purpose of the Committee is not to develop policy, but to provide the data and information that the Selectmen 
need to evaluate the alternative methods of solid waste disposal and recycling expected to be available to the town in 
the years ahead. It is not a permanent committee. It is expected to disband after producing and delivering a report to 
the Selectmen that meets the requirements stated above. 


Upon its formation in July, the Committee embarked on an educational program designed to further enhance the 
knowledge of committee members about solid waste disposal and recycling issues. Committee members toured 
Henniker’s transfer station, the Wheelabrator incinerator in Penacook and its associated ash landfill in Franklin, the 
Casella single stream recycling facility in Auburn, Massachusetts, and the RMG electronic recycling facility in 
Londonderry. They also visited transfer stations in several other towns and attended public meetings where solid 
waste disposal and/or recycling issues were being discussed. Representatives from the N.H. Department of 
Environmental Services and the Northeast Resource Recovery Association spoke at committee meetings. 


The Committee has gathered a lot of information about solid waste disposal and recycling, and is now working on 
putting that information in a report that the Selectmen can use. The report is expected to be completed by mid- 
summer 2009. In the meantime, it might be useful for residents to know about some of the options the Committee is 
evaluating, so that they can be thinking about the impact these options would have on themselves and the town as a 
whole. 


It appears to the Committee that the key to reducing the cost of operating the Transfer Station is to reduce the 
amount of solid waste (trash) that goes to the incinerator, and that the key to that objective is to divert more of the 
recyclable materials now ending up as solid waste into recyclable materials. Higher recycling rates reduce disposal 
costs and increase recycling revenue, a double benefit. 


Five possible approaches to reducing solid waste disposal costs are listed below. 


& Institute mandatory recycling. It could be loosely enforced and largely voluntarily or it could be 
rigidly enforced with trash subject to inspection. 


he Institute a program which would impose a per-bag or other charge on the disposal of trash. There 
would be no charge for the disposal of recyclable materials. Recycling would be voluntary, but 
citizens would have an economic incentive to recycle, as it would reduce their trash disposal costs. 
Income generated would reduce the tax burden of operating the Transfer Station. 


5: Switch to single stream recycling, sometimes called “no-sort recycling.” Instead of separating the 
two types of plastic, tin cans, cardboard, mixed paper, newsprint, aluminum cans, and glass as we do 
now, it all goes in one container. This would make it more convenient to recycle. The downside is 
that mixed recyclables sell for less than they do if each is sold separately. 


4. Institute some type of curbside pickup. This option might work best if single stream recycling is 
instituted at the same time. 


>. Continue pretty much as we have been, relying on the Henniker Recycling Committee and public 
education to encourage increased recycling. 
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Solid Waste Disposal Committee (continued) 


The options outlined above are intended to provide a framework for discussion and further study. The Committee will be 
working in coming months on developing an analysis, with costs and benefits, for these and other options for reducing 
the cost of solid waste disposal.

Recycling Committee 


The Henniker Recycling Committee (HRC) works with the selectmen and the Transfer Station/Recycling Center to 
decrease waste disposal and increase recycling in town. Please see the Transfer Station/Recycling Center section of 
the Town Report for information on the 2008 recycling rates. 


The Committee picked up steam in 2008 with the addition of two new members who have been very involved. A 
‘How to Recycle in Henniker’ presentation was constructed and displayed on voting day and at the 2008 Town 
Meeting. Committee member Joan O’Connor again ran the committee’s compost bin sale as part of a state-wide 
program to promote composting as a way to reduce household waste going to the incinerator. In addition, the 
committee worked with the Henniker Community School 7" grade on a clean-up day May 3, 2008 to remove trash 
from Henniker’s streets and help the class raise money for a trip to Washington, DC. The Committee provided 
recycling bins for Henniker Old Home Days and the Henniker Chili Fest which were collected and delivered to the 
transfer station by committee members or transfer station staff. Thank you to all who made the effort to separate out 
your recyclables at these events! 


In June, three committee members attended the Northeast Resource Recovery Association (NRRA) Conference 
which, through various seminars, provided an opportunity to learn from professionals in the solid waste and 
recycling industries, explore new options to increase recycling in Henniker and talk to members of other towns about 
their experiences. In September the committee assisted transfer station staff with Household Hazardous Waste Day 
by distributing information about the event and surveying members of households dropping off materials. This event 
occurs yearly, so please hold onto your hazardous materials including pesticides, household cleaners, used 
automotive liquids, and oil based paints and stains to dispose of them safely in 2009. 


New committee member Amanda Gilman worked with Transfer Station/Recycling Center Manager Bob Pennock to 
develop an informational flyer about recycling and use of the Transfer Station/Recycling Center, which was sent to 
all postal patrons in early 2009. In addition, she also assisted “Captain Trash” in getting new signs for the Transfer 
Station/Recycling Center. Thank you Amanda for all of your enthusiasm and hard work! In 2008 we also resumed 
publication of recycling articles in the Outlook and look forward to continuing with this in 2009. Other activities 
being considered for 2009 include putting together a ‘green business initiative’ to help promote recycling at town 
businesses and recognize those who have made efforts in this area; developing a system to increase recycling at 
town/school sporting events, and updating the recycling information and resources on the town web site. 


On a personal note, members of the committee were very saddened by the death of longtime active member and 
friend Larry Parrish. For the many years Larry was a member of the committee his engaging discussion of issues and 
interest in promoting recycling in Henniker were so appreciated. Members of the committee miss him and extend 
heartfelt thanks for his continued dedication over more than 20 years as a member.

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Tucker Free Library 


It was a busy year at the Tucker Free Library. Henniker residents, like their counterparts across the country, have 
been flocking to the library in record numbers. All areas of service have seen a marked increase in use, the most 
obvious being circulation with over 4,000 more check-outs this year than 2006, and 2,000 more than 2007! Since 
December of 2005, 996 Henniker residents signed up as NEW PATRONS of the Tucker Free Library. Numbers 
similar to this are being reported in all areas of the country; and as personal budgets tighten, more and more people 
are seeking the services of the local library. The town library is an integral part of our community, offering free 
movies, books, newspapers, programs, internet service, and in some cases, a place to get warm. 


Annual Circulation Comparisons Tucker Free Library 
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In early January a LIBRARY SERVICES VALUE CALCULATOR was added to our website. As the number of uses 


was plugged into the calculator, it was amazing to see how much money our collection had saved the Henniker 
community. The chart below lists, by library service, the number of times a service was used and how much it would 
have cost Henniker residents if they purchased the service. Last year the Tucker Free Library Board of Trustees asked 
for and received an appropriation of $165,333 at Town meeting, and Henniker residents received $828,853 worth of 
service or for every tax dollar funded to the library through the appropriation, $5.01 worth of service was provided. 


Activities of significance in 2008... 


e The hours of operation of the Tucker Free Library were changed on February 2, 2008. The new schedule provides 
more consistency and one additional hour of evening service. 


e Henniker residents attended an open house to celebrate National Library Week in April. 


e The Henniker Rotary Club donated $2,540 to the Tucker Free Library to establish a trust fund in memory of 
Walter K. Robinson. The trust fund will be used to continue building the Walter K. Robinson Classics Collection. 


e The Tucker Free Library was the recipient of two national material grants. The first to arrive was a collection of 
books from the “We the People Bookshelf” that were selected by the National Endowment for the Humanities and 
the American Library Association. The second material grant to arrive was a large collection of posters depicting 
various artists, icons, and cultural concerns. The “Picturing America” grant was funded by the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, the Institute of Museum & Library Services, and the Office of Head Start. The 
posters are on display throughout the Tucker Free Library. 
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Tucker Free Library (continued) 


The Tucker Free Library participated in the Robert & Karin Finlay Foundation Challenge to increase 
membership. Throughout the duration of the program, 416 Henniker residents signed up for new library cards. 
This represented an increase in patrons totaling 17.7%. While we didn’t win the challenge, everyone who uses 
the Tucker Free Library is a winner!!!! 


SUMMER READING PROGRAM: The goal of the summer reading program was to create a greener program 
that would bring about more global/environmental/societal awareness for our kids. We didn’t want to buy 
plastic toys that would end up in the landfill, we didn’t want to waste reams of paper on publicity, reading logs, 
or certificates, and we wanted to do something that the kids could be proud of and get a sense of 
accomplishment. The Friends of the Tucker Free Library pledged 20 cents to the town library in San Ramon 
Nicaragua for each book read. A giant piggybank for stickers allowed the kids to see how much money they 
were collectively raising for their special project. The Friends set the goal at 2,500 books. THE KIDS OF 
HENNIKER REALIZED THEIR GOAL ON AUGUST 1, 2008, a full month ahead of schedule!

Energy Efficiency Projects That Have 


Been Completed 

During the past three years some simple mechanical and 
behavioral changes had been instituted to decrease energy 
consumption. These changes included installation of pro- 
grammable thermostats to control the use of the furnace 
and air conditioner, window fans were used to circulate 
the cool morning air throughout the building during the 
hot months of summer, and the air conditioning was used 
only with high heat and humidity. Had we not altered our 
use of the utilities in these simple and inexpensive ways, 
we would be looking at bills far exceeding our budget. 


m™ Even though we documented decreased consumption of 
energy, our bills remained high with the increased cost of 
the utilities. For example, during the summer of 2007

decreased it’s consumption by 2,229 KWH of electricity 
yet our bill for the three month period was only $118 less 


than the same months of the prior year. The reality of the high cost of energy prompted the Board of Trustees to 
look at larger projects that would have a greater impact on the overall energy consumption of the Tucker Free Li- 
brary. The question became what more could we do?

Several projects were on the table for 
discussion, including insulation and 
window repairs. As we discussed further 
®. energy saving measures, representatives 
from PSNH approached the Board and 

| offered to complete an audit of our 
lighting system. The goal of the analysis 
| was to determine the energy usage of the 
lighting infrastructure and then 
recommend an alternative system which 
used less energy. A summary of the 
completed projects follows: 


e LIGHTING RETROFIT: After the 
lighting analysis, the Board of Trustees 
agreed to participate in the PSNH Smart 
Start Program. (The PSNH Smart Start 
Program allows for municipal entities to 
complete energy saving projects with no 
— Je a upfront financial expenditure.) The

sponsored by the Friends of the Tucker Free Library. realized by a complete overhaul of the 

lighting structure at Tucker Free Library 
would amount to over $650 annually. The scope of the project involved retrofitting all old lamp fixtures with new 
energy saving components. These components included the ballasts and the lamps. In several areas the old lamps 
were replaced with new equipment. Rebates for the new equipment cover one half of the expense of the retrofit, 
while our energy savings pay for the other half. Cost: $0. 


e ADDITIONAL LIGHTING PROJECTS: Replaced old light fixtures in the front lobby and front landing of the 
library. The fixture on the front landing was designed to broadcast more light down the stairs and is operated by a 
photocell so it only goes on when adequate light is not available. The existing interior lamp did not provide 


adequate lighting for security purpose. The new lamp was installed with a timer for programmable operations. 
Cost: $430. 


e INSULATION JOB: The scope of this project involved filling the 2.5’ to 4’ cavity that exists structurally 
between the ceiling of the Main Floor and the floor of the attic. The project took two days with no interruption in 
library service. Quality Insulation from Meredith, NH completed this project at a cost of $4,100. 


e WINDOW TREATMENTS: In December the old roller shades were replaced with new double cellular blinds. 
Double cellular blinds are the most energy efficient blinds available. The blinds remain down on the North, East, and 
West sides of the building to reduce the draft and loss of heat, while on sunny days the blinds on the South side of 
the building are raised to realize a solar heat benefit. Since staff members installed the blinds, the cost for 30 
window treatments amounted to $2,563 or $85 per window. 


Future Building Improvement Projects... 

In the 2009 preliminary budget the Trustees of the Tucker Free Library included several projects that required 
funding. After evaluating the state of the economy, the Board of Trustees felt it was their fiscal responsibility to 
remove these projects from the 2009 budget, thus reducing our appropriation request by $15,000. When the economy 
improves, we hope to accomplish some of the smaller projects through our operations budget and will tackle the 
larger ones in 2010. 


e Electrical outlets need to be added on the Main Floor to accommodate patrons who bring in their own laptops. 
Quote: $1,783.33 

e New outlets also need to be installed to allow for window fans to be operated in the South windows on the Main 
Floor. Quote: $376.38 

e Exterior trim and windows need to be painted. Quote 1: $7,500 / Quote 2: $11,487

e Fourteen discolored light covers on the Main Floor need to be replaced to realize the maximum benefit of the 
lighting retrofit. Quote: $429.10 Fourteen Light Covers/S&H yet to be determined. Installation: $70.00 

e Carpeting on the Main Floor needs to be replaced. There are many areas where the carpeting on the Main Floor 
is fraying & wearing thin. Quote: Yet To Be Determined

e The Friends of the Tucker Free Library paid the annual subscription rate for our website, tuckerfreelibrary.org. 

e Henniker residents downloaded 837 audio books offered through the NH State Library. This service, which cost 
$500 in 2008, was paid for by the Friends of the Tucker Free Library. 

e 318 children & 200 adults enjoyed the PRE-SCHOOL ACTIVITY program funded by the Friends of the Tucker 
Free Library. 

e The current officers of the Friends group include: Janine Bates, Marilyn Borgendale, Mary Corsetti, Laurie 
Goldberg, and Marilyn Knapp. We are grateful for their continued dedication, support, and service.

Zoning Board of Adjustment 


_ The ZBA had a busy 2008 season. The Board reviewed and acted upon 11 
cases including: four special exceptions, two use variances, three area 
variances, one administrative appeal and one equitable waiver of 
dimensional requirements. The Board also revised its rules of procedures, 
policy applications and fee schedules. As a Board, we also met with legal 
counsel and pursued education training to adapt our procedures with 
emerging New Hampshire Supreme Court zoning law changes.

Planning Board 


Another year has passed and while major subdivision applications slowed down for the planning board this year, the 
year slipped by quickly with much work still needing to be done. First, I would like to thank everyone who 
volunteers their time to this board, including all of the board members who give endless hours of their time every 
other Wednesday (and manage to keep a sense of humor) as well as Henniker residents who join us for meetings to 
share their invaluable thoughts and ideas. It never ceases to amaze me what can be accomplished when a few people 
put their minds, time and energy toward a common goal. 


Our year began with fewer than normal applications and we were able to dig in to some much needed house keeping 
which included: hiring a new engineering firm to review and advise on applications, the placement of all Planning 
Board regulations, documents and applications on the town website, updating of application forms to create a more 
user-friendly version, updating the rules of procedure, and we were able to hold visioning sessions to help the board 
prepare for future projects. By spring, applications picked up and it was back to business as usual. The board had a 
total of 12 new cases this year which included five site plan reviews, two excavation applications, one major 
subdivision, one minor subdivision and three lot line adjustments. Additional hearings included two site plan review 
waiver requests and one conceptual hearing for a major subdivision. 


We were very fortunate to welcome to the board this year Ed Miner, a new, alternate member who brings to the 
board a wealth of experience and knowledge with his engineering background. Additionally, Leon Parker has joined 
the board as the new Alternate Board of Selectman’s Representative. Leon’s years of service to the town of 
Henniker bring an invaluable perspective to the board.

The Henniker Conservation Commission and its two working subcommittees 
have had a busy year working on open space preservation, wetlands and 
water quality issues, public education projects and assisting other town 
boards in considering the town’s conservation interests and priorities in the 
accomplishment of their own work. 


Open Space preservation was a major focus and the Commission worked 
throughout the year with the Five Rivers Land Conservation Trust to place a 
conservation easement on the Chase Brook property, preserving 61 acres as 
open space in perpetuity. Located at the corner of Flanders Road and Craney & 
Hill Road, this land encompasses unique geological features and scenery and 
is accessible by trails and open to the public. The Henniker Trail Travelers 
also continue to be a partner in the maintenance of the trails and stewardship * 
of this land. Over the summer, the Commission installed new signs and 
cleaned up trash on 8 acres of conservation land along the Contoocook River 
in west Henniker which the Commission purchased last year using money 
from the conservation fund. This purchase protected over % of a mile of 
scenic river frontage.

Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act rules to all shoreland owners in Conservation Trust 

town. This was followed in November by a well attended workshop 

conducted by Arlene Allen, the Shoreland Protection Outreach Coordinator at the DES Wetlands Bureau. Also 
throughout 2008, the Commission met with Barb Beers, a John Stark Regional High School science teacher, to 
discuss opportunities for environmental science students to become involved in field work in the community as an 
authentic, local means through which high school students can learn about ecological concepts and gain 
proficiencies. 


The Commission's two subcommittees, the Open Space Subcommittee and the Water Resources Subcommittee, were 
active this year. The Open Space Subcommittee continues to work with landowners who are interested in placing 
their land in conservation. In October 2008, the Open Space Subcommittee hosted an informational meeting in the 
Mink Hills area of Town featuring Brian Hotz of the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests (SPNHF). 
Topics covered were conservation efforts in the Mink Hills, SPNHF’s Foster Conservancy on Dodge Hill Road, the 
value of natural resources in this area, how this area fits into the multi-agency Quabbin to Cardigan conservation 
project, and types of conservation options and financial incentives. 


The Water Resources Subcommittee continues to work on updating Henniker's Water Resources Management Plan, 
adopted by the Planning Board in 1989. The Subcommittee has also been looking at future outreach efforts relating 
to water quality protection and water conservation techniques, such as rain collection barrels. Over the summer, in 
order to help prevent the introduction of invasive weeds into Henniker's lakes and ponds, the Subcommittee posted 
signs at boat ramps, describing what boaters need to look for and how to clean off boats and propellers before 
entering the water. 


This past Fall, the Conservation Commission applied for and received a grant for pursuing innovative land use 
controls. This grant gives the Town 30 hours of professional planning staff assistance from the Central NH Regional 
Planning Commission. The Water Resources Subcommittee has been reviewing what strategies to pursue under this 
grant and will make recommendations to the Commission in early 2009. 


Upon request from the Town's Planning Consultant, the Commission has continued to review numerous subdivision, 
site plan review and excavation applications and submitted comments relating to the environmental impacts to the 
Planning Board. The Commission also reviewed a number of use variance applications and submitted comments to 
the Zoning Board of Adjustment. As in previous years, we performed a number of site visits relating to 
construction, forestry, and trail development activities that impact wetlands and submitted comments to the DES 
Wetlands Bureau.

The Commission would like to thank Stephany Lavalle, who resigned in early 2009, for her work on the commission 
over the past several years. She was tireless in her attendance of site walks and participation in special projects and 
her enthusiastic input and willingness to learn were appreciated and will be missed. 


We meet at 7 pm on the first and third Wednesday of each month at the Grange and we welcome and 
encourage your attendance and input. We have vacancies on the Conservation Commission and on the Water 
Resources and Open Space Subcommittees. If you are interested in volunteering or would like more information, 
please contact Peter Flynn, Town Administrator, or leave a message for us with Nicole Gage, Land Use Coordinator, 
at the Town Offices at 428-3321 or e-mail us at info@hennikerconservationcommission.org.

Concord Regional V.N.A. 


The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association 
(CRVNA) continues to offer comprehensive health 
services to the residents of Henniker. The following is a 
description of these services: 


Home Care services respond to the health care needs of 
those patients with acute or chronic illnesses that require 
skilled professional and paraprofessional care so they 
may return to or remain in their homes. Emphasis is on 
promoting independence and maximum functioning of 
the patient within the least restrictive setting. Patients 
who receive services range from children who have a 
complex medical condition to frail elders who require 
supportive assistance to stay in their own homes. 


Hospice services provide professional and 
paraprofessional services to the terminally ill patient with 
a limited life expectancy. The goal is to enhance the 
quality of the patient's remaining life by helping he/she 
remain at home in comfort and dignity. Emphasis is on 
pain and symptom management and skilled intervention 
to meet the patient's special physical, emotional and 
spiritual needs. 


CRVNA’s Hospice House provides residential care to 
terminally ill patients who have no primary caregiver or 
need a supported residential setting. Often patients are 
transferred into the Hospice House when a caregiver is 
exhausted and unable to care for them at home any 
longer. To date, this house has provided a home to 
approximately 700 terminally ill residents. 


Community Health services include health education, 
health maintenance and preventive health services. The 
program includes preventive care, adult and senior 
health, child health, Baby's First Homecoming, 
immunizations for all ages, supportive services to school 
districts parent education and support, health education 
and nutritional counseling. 


Community Health includes health promotion services 
which focus on the low and marginal income families 
and individuals to prevent illness by professional 
assessment and screening for health risks and needs, by 
early intervention to prevent, eliminate, or minimize the 
impact of illness and/or disability, and by anticipatory 
guidance and health teaching. Emphasis is on promoting 
healthy children, families and individuals through early 
intervention and health teaching. Services rendered in 
the clinic setting are: child health, adult screening, and 
immunizations. Home visits are made in crisis situations 
or when needed health care cannot be given in the clinic. 
Senior health services are provided at congregate housing 
sites. 


Over the past two years Senior Health Clinics have 
expanded to reach out to seniors who may require a 
monthly check by a nurse of their blood sugar, blood 
pressure, and/or diabetes management. The expansion of 
these services was in response to the decrease in Medicare 
services to seniors. 


Professional and paraprofessional hourly home services 
are provided on a private fee-for-service basis. Health 
education and instruction are part of each home visit or 
clinic visit. 


Anyone in Henniker may request service: patient, doctor, 
health facility, pastor, friend or neighbor. The nurse who 
completes an assessment will coordinate with the patient’s 
physician a plan of care to meet the patient’s specific 
needs. If the patient does not have a physician the nurse 
will assist the patient to identify one and schedule a visit. 
The agency has developed a program with the NH- 
Dartmouth Family Practice Residency Program to 
coordinate a house call visit by a resident to a frail elder’s 
home who is unable to leave his/her home. 


A call to Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association (1- 
800-924-8620) is all that is necessary to start services or 
make inquiries. The CRVNA office is open Monday 
through Friday from 7:30am to 5:00pm. A nurse is on call 
twenty-four hours a day. The On-Call Nurse can be 
reached by calling 1-800-924-8620. 


Federal regulations specify a charge is applicable to all 
visits. Fees are scaled for the individual without health 
insurance and/or who is unable to pay the full charge. 
However, to fee scale, federal regulations require a 
financial statement be completed by the patient or 
responsible person. The community health services are 
provided to residents often times free of charge. Town 
monies subsidize those visits that are scaled or for which 
no fee is collectible. 


This agency is certified as a Medicare/Medicaid Provider, 
licensed by the State of New Hampshire, and is a member 
agency of the United Way of Merrimack County.

PROVIDING SOCIAL, EDUCATION, AND RECREATION PROGRAMS FOR FAMILIES, 
CHILDREN, AND SENIOR ADULTS LIVING IN THE GREATER HENNIKER 
COMMUNITY. 


The White Birch Board of Directors is pleased to announce that we have completed the White 
Birch Strategic Planning process, utilizing input from clients/consumers, staff, board members, 
and community members. The White Birch Board approved the Strategic Plan in June. It was a 
ery healthy and thought-provoking experience that has enabled us to chart the organization’s 
WHITE BIRCH direction for the next three years. In July White Birch enhanced the safety and security of the 

children entrusted to our care by securing over $11,000 in grant funding and installing a Locked 
Door Security System for the Childcare Center. In August White Birch took a step toward a “Greener” way of 
operating. The Center made the decision to switch from standard paint products to Low VOC products. And in 
December 2008 White Birch established The Family Center, a family resource center component intended to expand 
upon and formalize our work with families. 


The following is a list of additional 2008 accomplishments: 

¢ saw the Senior Center participation increase by more than 40%; 

¢ secured more than $300,000 in grants and contributions from foundations and donors outside of Henniker; 

¢ prepared and served seniors more than 900 lunches; 

¢ coordinated 6,100 volunteer hours for those working on White Birch Community Center sponsored community 

activities; 

served more than 16,864 USDA-approved meals to children attending the child care center 

sponsored community events for more than 512 Henniker area participants; 

¢ provided more than 2,851 hours of camps, preschool, after school, and early care and education programs for 
227 children; 

¢ conducted the Northeastern University Strong Living Program for Henniker seniors; 

¢ taught swim lessons to 34 Henniker children.

White Birch Community Center, a nonprofit organization, is the largest licensed childcare facility in 
Henniker, serving children 12 months through 13 years of age. The Center also offers a variety of community 
programs and events for all ages. 


SENIOR ADULTS’ PROGRAMS 2008 


Through White Birch Community Center’s publication for seniors, the White Birch Bugle, more than 650 residents 
received information about their community. Senior Adult Coordinator, Pat Mathison, wrote most of the copy, 
while Heather Marino coordinated copying and assembly. Our regular columnists, Henniker Police Department 
Detective Sargent Ryan Murdough and Henniker Community Schools Food Service Manager Marty Davis, offered 
timely information to keep everyone well informed. 


White Birch Community Center sponsored the Henniker-based TUFTS UNIVERSITY STRONG LIVING 
PROGRAM for a sixth consecutive year. Community volunteers and certified Strong Living trainers Marty Davis, 
Jeannine Aucoin, Jackie Gayer, Janet Dow, and Bernadette Crane saw thirty-six participants in three separate twelve 
week sessions that were conducted in 2008. 


During the last year, we continued to offer the MONTHLY LUNCHEON every second Monday at the 
Congregational Church. Average regular attendance is about seventy people. We partnered with the Concord 
Regional Visiting Nurse Association and hosted a FLU SHOT CLINIC that inoculated more than 100 people last 
fall. In another partnership White Birch collaborated with the AARP to provide senior adults with TAX 
PREPARATION assistance and advice (weekly sessions running from February through mid-April) as well as 
assistance with updating MEDICARE D paperwork. Other regularly-scheduled activities also continued: AARP 55 
ALIVE DRIVING CLASSES, DAY TRIPS TO AREA ATTRACTIONS, FREE COMPUTER CLASSES, 
LUNCH AND LEARNS, FREE WEEKLY MOVIES, CARD GAMES, and LAST CHANCE BOOK

DISCUSSION GROUP. A COMMUNITY LENDING LIBRARY in the Senior Center continues to be well 
used. Our ANNUAL PICNIC for Senior Adults was, once again, a wonderful chance for people to come together 
in the summer. Bob and Joyce Gosse of Tall Pines Cottages on Keyser Pond sponsor the day. Abundant thanks to 
all our volunteers who commit to keeping all our programs going, especially Judy Flanders and Larry Damour for 
their unfailing commitment to the monthly luncheon. 


A Senior Adult Advisory Committee meets quarterly to give guidance to the staff, as they plan new activities and 
assess the success of the existing ones. 


CHILDREN’S PROGRAMS 2008 


The White Birch flagship program, CRAYON COLLEGE NURSERY SCHOOL, began its 34" year of operation. 
Crayon College is a morning program for three- and four-year-old children. A developmentally appropriate, hands- 
on approach to early childhood education 1s offered in a stimulating environment. The program operates on the 
public school calendar beginning in September. We currently offer four classes, two for each age group, which 
enables us to serve 45 three and four year olds. 


The EARLY CARE AND EDUCATION PROGRAM served more than 227 community children. Conducted 
year round, this program gives working families flexibility and convenience. Children receive an exciting 
curriculum with age-appropriate educational activities, as well as periodic field trips. 


Children participating in White Birch Community Center programs continued to use the CAROLYN WEST 
MEMORIAL CHILDREN’S LIBRARY. This dedicated space affords children the chance to read books, to have 
books read to them, and to select new books to take to their classroom library. 


SUMMER DAY CAMPS were held for eight weeks from July through August for elementary school-age children 
at a variety of locations including Mile-A-Way Campground, NH State Parks, and Camp Tuckernuck in Deering. A 
different theme each week provides variety and excitement throughout the summer. Activities include, hiking, 
swimming, fishing, and boating. On the last evening of the final camp week, parents, children and staff gathered for 
a grand picnic celebrating the end of the camp schedule. 


COMMUNITY PROGRAMS 2008 


White Birch Community Center continued its partnership with CHILD AND FAMILY SERVICES OF NEW 
HAMPSHIRE (CFS) in order to offer individual and family counseling to Henniker residents. A CFS therapist 
holds regular weekly sessions on Thursday afternoons and intermittently on Mondays. This service has helped to fill 
some of the void left by Riverbend Counseling Centers departure from Henniker at the end of December 2006. 


We provided a series of four PARENT WORKSHOPS in partnership with UNH Cooperative Extension. Trained 
Cooperative Extension staff educated parents on a wide variety of parenting skills. 


Our annual BREAKFAST WITH SANTA event was one of our best ever. Families enjoyed the food and a visit 
with Santa. The Board of Directors wishes to acknowledge the efforts and hard work of all the White Birch 
Community Center staff who planned and implemented the event. Special recognition goes to the businesses who 
helped support the event and to community volunteers, especially New England College students. 


White Birch Community Center arranged for MR. PHIL THE MAGICIAN to perform for the Halloween Safety 
presentation. The show proved to be a big hit! We would like to thank the sponsors and volunteers who organized 
this event. 


The SWIM PROGRAM, which is conducted by White Birch and supported by the Town of Henniker, taught 34 
Henniker children Red Cross swimming lessons. For a full week, the Swim NH instructor worked with youth, six to 
twelve years of age, on the basics of swim safety and advanced skills. The program was free to Henniker residents. 


DIAL-A-RIDE, a major initiative begun by White Birch in 1999, provided more than 210 rides free of charge to 
Henniker residents 55 and older. White Birch contacts drivers, takes incoming calls, and schedules rides. For many 
persons, no other option for free transportation is available.

In addition, we hope to expand and improve upon our history of service with the recent introduction of the White 
Birch Family Center. THE FAMILY CENTER will begin to formalize and expand what White Birch has been 
doing for decades ...supporting and educating families. This is an exciting development for White Birch, one that is 
the direct result of our recently completed comprehensive Strategic Plan, which will guide our growth for the next 
three years. 


With no fanfare or public recognition White Birch Community Center has served the HOLIDAY needs of dozens of 
children, families, and older adults in Henniker. We seek out donations of gifts, food, and more enabling these 
people to enjoy and appreciate the spirit of the holidays. Our staff coordinate with New England College, St. 
Theresa’s Church, a high school class at John Stark High School, as well as many individual community members to 
provide for the needs of others in our community who are less fortunate. 


White Birch distributed the HENNIKER COMMUNITY OUTLOOK for the town on a quarterly basis. All Postal 
Patrons receive copies in their mailboxes. The Outlook highlights town events and provides information for 
Henniker residents and by doing so helps to contribute to the Town of Henniker’s sense of community spirit.

U.N.H. Cooperative Extension of Merrimack County 


UNH (University of New Hampshire) Cooperative 
Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of 
New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire 
residents for 94 years with a broad variety of non- 
formal educational offerings. One in four Merrimack 
County residents took advantage of at least one 
Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food 
safety, home gardening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, 
special interest programs and after school programs for 
children and teens), nutrition education for low-income 
families, and acculturation for refugee families. We 
respond to the needs of forest landowners, commercial 
farmers, niche growers, farmers’ markets, and many 
other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work 
extensively with towns and school districts, organizing 
and advising after-school programs, helping school and 
town groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, 
landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide 
guidance to community boards on current use, timber 
tax law, and other land-use issues. We also help social 
service agencies plan programs and stay current with 
the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take 
leadership roles—in many state and local coalitions, 
among them the Franklin and Concord Asset Building 
Coalitions, the Concord Substance Abuse Coalition, the 
Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest 


Exposition board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust outreach 
committee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, 
the state Marriage and Family Advisory Board, the N.H. 
Volunteer Administrators Association, and Pittsfield 
Youth Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet 
notebooks to all town libraries and our educators often 
appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers 
information to residents throughout the station’s listening 
area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll- 
free Info Line (1-877-398-4769) at our Family, Home & 
Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through 
Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info Line handled 
nearly 700 requests from Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 
volunteers statewide: 4-H leaders, master gardeners, 
wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality 
monitors, marine docents, and others, who extend the 
reach of Extension programs into many domains of New 
Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities interest you, 
please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 225- 
5505 or 796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel 
Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the County 
Nursing Home on Route 3.

Providing scholarship assistance to local high school seniors heading off to college or technical schools 
Offering grants to local non-profit organizations serving the Henniker/Hillsboro region 

Presenting Steve Schuch in concert to raise funds for the Hillsboro Food Pantry Building Fund 
Decorating downtown Henniker for the holidays with festive wreaths on all the lampposts 

Volunteering many hours to help at the Town emergency shelter during December’s unprecedented ice storm 


In addition to focusing our service efforts in the Henniker and Hillsboro area, the club was actively involved in a 
number of Rotary International Service Projects including Pure Water for the World and Polio Plus. Rotarians 
contributed funds in 2008 to purchase water filters for villages in Nicaragua and Honduras and co-hosted a dinner 
with the Hopkinton Rotary to raise money to meet the Bill and Melinda Gates Challenge grant for every Rotary Club 
to raise $1,000 for Polio Plus this year. We also sent disaster relief funds to earthquake victims in Pakistan and 
China and participated in Rotary’s Shelterbox USA project for the people of Myanmar and sent textbooks to a 
school for street children in Kabul, Afghanistan. 


Over 2,000 people attended the Sixth Annual Henniker Rotary Club Chili Fest at Pats Peak in August, the largest 
and most diverse attendance ever for this event. Chili Fest 2008 raised $28,000 and provided the basis for some of 
the larger donations made by the club this year, including establishment of the Fuel Assistance Fund. More 
importantly, the success of the event this year put Henniker and Pats Peak on the map as a summer festival 
destination with visitors from all over New England participating. Next year’s Chili Fest is scheduled for Sunday 
August 23, 2009. New applications for individuals, organizations and restaurants interested in entering the contest 
this year will be available on at www.ChiliNewHampshire.org after April 1”. 


The Henniker Rotary Club was chartered in 1984 to serve the communities of Henniker, Hillsborough, Deering and 
Weare. It is one of nearly 33,000 Rotary International clubs worldwide. In its 24 years of service, the club has raised 
and donated over $200,000 to local, regional and international service and humanitarian projects. Ours is an active, 
involved membership of local business and professional leaders.

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Historic District Commission 


The Historic District Commission is the designated steward of the historic buildings and land in the immediate 
vicinity of Town Hall. This includes the Town Hall building, the recently restored Hearse House, the ball field, 
memorial trees, and historic features. The commission members are dedicated to preservation and restoration of 
these Henniker historic features. 


This year our focus was the lobby of the Town Hall. We replaced one of the missing finials on the newel posts of the 
twin staircases in the lobby of the Town Hall. Also, work has been done on the restoration of the lobby mural. 


Many walk through the lobby of Town Hall without noticing the antique twin staircases leading to the second floor. 
Or that one of its decorative finials had been missing for many years. Professional woodturner Michael Fonner, of 
Weare, turned and carved a new finial to match the existing Victorian era finial. Woodworker Charlie MacKennzie 
volunteered to remove the existing finial so that it could be duplicated and he installed both back in place. Artist 
Abby MacKennzie volunteered to add a decorative finish to the new finial to match the antique one. 


The mural on lobby walls above the staircases depicts the town of Henniker and was originally painted in 1976. 
Two of the original painters, Lorraine and Delores Aucoin, have recently completed cleaning and restoring their 
original work. 


Our future plans include restoring and relocating the historic antique Sounding Board, which now hangs in the 
upstairs lobby of Town Hall, to the Historical Society building. Sounding Boards were originally used in the 18" 
century to hang above a speaker to project the voice in church. Henniker’s Sounding Board was appraised as 
“priceless” as there as so few still in existence. The Historical Society has the security and environmental 
requirements needed to keep this treasure safe. We also hope to research grant funding for the restoration of the 2"° 
floor of Town Hall, which has been used for such things as town meetings, plays, operas, dances, basketball games 
and storage. We also plan to identify and mark the memorial trees around Town Hall. 


We hope the town appreciates our efforts in restoration and preservation of our town’s history. If you have interest in 
historic preservation and would like to join our efforts, please let us know.

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Energy Committee 


The Henniker Energy Committee was established in the wake of town meeting 2007 and the successful passage of 
a petition in support of the New Hampshire Resolution on climate change. The mission of the energy committee is 
o “promote energy conservation, energy efficiency, and cost effective ways to reduce carbon emissions among the 
town’s residents, businesses and municipal services.” 


In this year of activity, the committee set a goal of conducting an inventory of energy use in municipal buildings 
with an eye to potential savings. Under the auspices of Public Service of New Hampshire, an audit of town build- 
ings was carried out and electrical energy savings were identified with a total cost to the town of some $15,188.94, 
and annual savings estimated at $3,396.78.

Highway Safety Committee 


The highway safety committee sits in an advisory capacity to the board of selectmen. It is comprised of the 
emergency department heads and volunteers from throughout the community. Please see the members list located in 
the front portion of the town report. 


The committee normally meets when the selectmen are seeking advice or a recommendation on any highway safety 
related project. We review a variety of issues such as parking space and location concerns, speed limits and traffic 
and pedestrian safety opinions on roadway designs for proposed housing subdivisions. Upon making a 
recommendation to the board of selectmen, they may elect to implement all, part, or none of it. We usually conduct 
public meetings at the fire station and meet an average of six or seven times a year.

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Athletic Program for Youth Committee 


For the past two years the Athletic Committee has worked hard to create a strong foundation on which to develop the 
athletic program in town. We can report that today, our programs are better organized, have better communications, 
and our teams are performing better than in years past. We are continuing to work on improving the overall program 
with new initiatives for 2009. 


The athletic committee has grown over the last three years from six to sixteen members. Support responsibilities 
such as communications, managing athletic equipment, and budgeting now have select individuals who manage 
these specific areas. This takes the burden off of the individual sport directors and coaches and improves the 
accountability of our members, as well as performance of our program. We have developed guidelines and codes of 
conduct for our staff, coaches, referees, players and parents so that everyone in our program has a clear definition of 
what is expected of them. 


This past year we addressed some specific areas of concern regarding our facilities and teams. Goals and nets were 
replaced where needed on the soccer fields. The backboards and hoops in the Henniker Community School gym 
were replaced with telescoping models that make it easier and safer for the 3 and 4" grade programs to use the 8 
foot baskets. Many of the old and worn out uniforms for various teams were replaced. Finally, cheerleading mats 
were purchased for our program. In addition, there were many other smaller projects that were also completed such 
as upgrading the First Aid kits. 


We are mindful that not everyone in town has children who participate in the athletic program and thus may have 
some concerns about funding for our programs. We work hard to spend only on things that are needed. Our budget 
controls are very tight and all expenses are accounted for. We also do our best to look for outside sources of funding 
to support these projects. We would like to thank the School Board for the new baskets and backboards. We would 
also like to thank the Henniker Youth Boosters who funded several projects such as the new cheerleading mats. 


In 2009 we will be continuing our progress. We are hoping to develop of softball game field as well as a practice 
field at the Old Concord Road complex. We are currently looking for someone to manage our uniforms for all sports 
as well as someone to manage a new website that we will be developing. This website will be a great improvement 
in communications for practice scheduling, game scheduling, contact information, as well as directions to the various 
venues where our teams play. Having a single site where anyone can go will make the lives of our busy coaches and 
parents a little bit easier.

Safety and Loss Prevention Committee 


The purpose of the Safety & Loss Prevention Committee, as required by Title XXIII, RSA 281-A:6, is to bring 
workers and management together to work cooperatively to promote workplace safety, assist the employer and make 
recommendations for change. The Committee encourages participation and suggestions from all employees. 


2008 was a productive year for the Safety and Loss Prevention Committee. Employee members committed many 
hours to the work of inspecting facilities, buildings and campuses owned by the town; reviewing worker 
compensation claims; making recommendations for improvement; offering trainings; and assisting with the 
development of a new written Employee Safety Program. While “safety committee” is never a fun title to associate 
oneself with, the members of this group deserve a big thank you for all their caring and careful behind-the-scenes 
work. 


In January, the Committee helped ascertain an outside expert to develop a Confined Space Entry policy. “Confined 
space entry” refers to a worker entering an area that could possibly be contaminated with deadly gases or particles 
and/or an area that is small and dangerous enough that exit-ways are limited and not easily accessible. The worker 
typically must be harnessed to special retrieval equipment while a trained attendant stands outside the space, 
continually monitoring the air quality while standing in preparation to assist in an emergency. While key 
departments were already well trained in this area and followed a department-specific SOP (standard operating 
procedure), the town now has in place an employee-wide safety policy as required by the State Department of Labor. 


In March, the Committee clarified Goals and Objectives and distributed a Policy Statement to all employees. These 
guidelines will assist the committee in future years as new members come aboard. 


In April, the Selectmen assigned a new name to the committee and clarified that membership should be for 3-year 
terms, as is typical for most all town committees. 


In June, the committee offered a 1.5 employee hour training on “Blood Borne Pathogens/Communicable Disease 
Exposure Control.” It was a well-attended event held at the Fire Station and, while the topic wasn’t very appetizing, 
employees gave good feedback. Trainings such as this are conducted at no charge to the town through our insurance 
trusts. 


In August, the Selectmen adopted the new 26-page Employee Safety Program, as required by RSA 281-A & RSA 
277. Prior to adopting the written program, all departments were reminded by the Committee to continue following 
the Administrative Rules for Safety and Health (Chapter LAB 1400), which includes State rules on everything from 
abrasive blasting to woodworking machinery. 


Also in August, Committee members conducted annual safety inspections in twelve different town-owned locations. 
The Committee focused strictly on places of regular employment and town-owned buildings where volunteers meet 
regularly. Primex simultaneously conducted training for committee members on what to look for during inspections. 
In addition, a representative from each department accompanied the Committee to assist in answering questions. 
Recommendations were then made to management. 


In November, the Committee recommended that each department participate in a free regional training program that 
coaches employees in the skills necessary to access 100 percent of a vehicle’s capacity for avoidance and safety. 
The committee will continue to offer or promote safety-awareness and education programs for all employees in the 
coming year.

Are you registering a vehicle for the first time in Henniker? 

New registrants need to provide the town with proof of residency. Proof can be in the form of a rent receipt, a lease 
agreement, a utility bill with service address, or a NOTARIZED statement from the property owner. Motor vehicles 
1995 and newer need to be titled. Henniker requires a bill of sale with supporting documents (previous 
registration/title) to register a new/new-used car. 


Dog owners must license all dogs over three months of age. License renewals must be done by April 30 every 
year. Rabies and neutering/spaying certificates (if applicable) are required for registration/renewal. License fees for 
a new puppy are $6.50. For adult dogs the fees are $6.50 if altered, or $9.00 if not altered. If the owner is over 65 
years of age, the fee for a license is $2.00 for the first dog in the household. Civil forfeiture for not obtaining a dog 
license is a fine of $25.00 (RSA 466:13). We begin to issue new dog licenses in February. Look for us at the annual 
Rotary Rabies clinic in April at the fire station. 


Helga, Debbie and I have enjoyed our interactions with you in 2008, and look forward to continuing our wonderful 
relationships with the residents of the Town of Henniker in the coming year.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The financial statements of the Town of Henniker (the "Town" or "Government") have been prepared in 
conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America (GAAP) as applied 
to government units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is responsible for establishing 
GAAP for state and local governments through its pronouncements (Statements and Interpretations). 
Governments are also require to follow the pronouncements of the Financial Accounting Standards Board 
(FASB) issued through November 30, 1989 (when applicable) that do not conflict or contradict GASB 
pronouncements. The significant accounting policies established in GAAP and used by the Town are 
discussed below. 


A. THE REPORTING ENTITY 


The Town is a local government governed by an elected Board of Selectmen. As required by GAAP, these 
financial statements are required to present the Town and its component units (if any). 


Component units are legally separate organizations for which the elected officials of the primary government 
are financially accountable. The primary government is financially accountable if it appoints a voting 
majority of the organization's governing body and (1) it is able to impose its will on that organization; or (2) 
there is a potential for the organization to provide specific financial benefits to, or impose specific financial 
burdens on, the primary government. A primary government may also be financially accountable if an 
organization is fiscally dependent on the primary government. Fiscal independency is the ability to complete 
certain essential fiscal events without substantive approval by a primary government: (a) determine its 
budget without another government's having the authority to approve and modify that budget; (b) levy 
taxes or set rates or charges without approval by another government; and (c) issue bonded debt without 
approval by another government. 


B. BASIC FINANCIAL STATEMENTS — GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Town's basic financial statements include both government-wide (reporting the Town as a whole) and 
fund financial statements (reporting the Town’s major funds). Both government-wide and fund financial 
statements categorize primary activities as either governmental or business type. The Town does not have 
any business type primary activities. 


In the government-wide Statement of Net Assets, the governmental activities column (a) is presented on a 
consolidated basis, (b) and is reported on a full accrual, economic resource basis, which recognizes all long- 
term assets and receivables as well as long-term debt and obligations. The Town’s net assets are reported 
in three parts — invested in capital assets, net of related debt; restricted net assets; and unrestricted net 
assets. The Town first utilizes restricted resources to finance qualifying activities.

The government-wide Statement of Activities reports both the gross and net cost of each of the Town's 
functions / programs. The functions / programs are also supported by general revenues. The Statement of 
Activities reduces gross expenses (including depreciation) by related program revenues, operating and 
capital grants. Program revenues must be directly associated with the function or activity. Operating grants 
include operating-specific and discretionary (either operating or capital) grants while the capital grants 
reflect capital-specific grants. The net costs (by function) are normally covered by general revenue. The 
Town does not allocate indirect costs. 


This government-wide focus is more on the sustainability of the Town as an entity and the change in the 
Town’s net assets resulting from the current year’s activities. 


C. BASIC FINANCIAL STATEMENTS — FUND FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The financial transactions of the Town are reported in individual funds in the fund financial statements. 
Each fund is accounted for by a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprises its assets, liabilities, 
reserves, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures/expenses. The individual funds account for the 
governmental resources allocated to them for the purpose of carrying on specific activities in accordance 
with laws, regulations, or other restrictions. Funds are classified into three major categories: governmental, 
proprietary and fiduciary. 


Fund financial statements focus on major funds of the primary government in contrast to the governmental 
and business type (if any) activities reported in the government-wide financial statements. Major funds 
represent the government’s most important funds and are determined based on a minimum criteria set forth 
in GASBS No. 34 (numerical formula using total assets, liabilities, revenues, or expenditures/expenses of 
either fund category or activity combined). Major individual governmental funds are reported in separate 
columns in the fund financial statements with a combined column for all other nonmajor funds. The general 
fund is required to be reported as major fund. The following fund types are used by the Town: 


1. Governmental Funds — The focus of governmental funds’ measurement (in the fund statements) 
is upon determination of financial position and changes in financial position (sources, uses, and 
balances of financial resources) rather than upon net income. The following is a description of the 
governmental funds of the Town: 


General Fund is the general operating fund of the Town and is used to account for all 
resources except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue 
sources (such as federal and state grants, capital reserves, and library operations, etc.) 
that are legally restricted to expenditures for specific purposes. 


Capital Project Funds are used to account for financial resources to be used for the 
acquisition or construction of major capital facilities. 


Permanent Funds are used to account for trust arrangements in which the Town is the 
beneficiary of the earnings on the principal, including public-purpose funds previously 
classified as nonexpendable trust funds.

2. Fiduciary Funds — The reporting focus of fiduciary funds is on net assets and, for private purpose 
trust funds, changes in net assets. Since by definition these assets are being held for the benefit of 
a third party and cannot be used to address activities or obligations of the Town, these funds are 
not incorporated into the government-wide statements. The following is a description of the 
fiduciary funds of the Town: 


Private Purpose Trust Funds are used to report trust arrangements under which the 
principal and interest benefits individuals, private organizations, or other governments, 
but not the Town. The assets are essentially held in trust for someone outside the 
reporting entity. 


Agency Funds are used to report assets held in a purely custodial capacity for 
individuals, organizations, or other governments outside of the reporting entity. The 
assets for these funds equal the liabilities and there is no operating activity to report. 


D. BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 


The accounting and financial reporting treatment applied to a fund is determined by its measurement focus. 
Two different measurement focuses are used under the new financial reporting model, the flow of current 
financial resources and the flow of economic resources. The determination of when transactions are 
recognized is referred to as the basis of accounting. Like measurement focus, there are two different bases 
of accounting used; the accrual basis and the modified accrual basis. 


Government-Wide Financial Statements 


The government-wide financial statements use the flow of economic resources measurement focus and the 
accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, generally, all revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets, and 
liabilities should be recognized when the economic exchange takes place. The government-wide financial 
statements report all of the assets, liabilities, revenues, expenses, and gains and losses of the entire 
government. These financial statements do not report fund information. Instead they focus on two specific 
types of activities performed by the government, “governmental activities” and, when applicable, “business 
type activities”. Governmental and proprietary fund types are included in the governmental and, when 
applicable, business type activities reported in the government-wide financial statements and therefore 
utilize the measurement focus and basis of accounting applicable to these statements. Fiduciary funds are 
not reported in the government-wide financial statements. 


Fund Financial Statements 


Governmental fund financial statements use the current financial resources measurement focus and the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues and asset 
are recognized when they susceptible to accrual; i.e., both measurable and available. Measurable means 
the amount of the transaction can be determined. Available means collectible within the current period or 
soon enough thereafter to be used to pay liabilities of the current period, generally within sixty days after 
year-end. Expenditures and liabilities are recognized in the accounting period in which the fund liability is 
incurred and due, with certain modifications. Debt service and capital lease payments are recognized when 
the payment is due and compensated absences, claims and judgments, and special termination benefits are 
recognized to the extent that the liabilities are “normally expected to be liquidated with expendable available 
financial resources”. Fiduciary fund financial statements use the economic resources measurement focus 
and the full accrual basis of accounting.

E. ASSETS, LIABILITIES, AND NET ASSETS OR EQUITY 
Cash and Cash Equivalents and Investments 


The Town has defined cash and cash equivalents to include cash on hand, demand deposits as well as 
short-term investments with a maturity date of within three months of the date acquired by the Town. 


Investments are stated at fair value (quoted market price or the best available estimate). 
Interfund Activity 


Interfund activity is reported as loans, services provided, reimbursements, or transfers. Loans are reported 
as interfund receivables and payables as appropriate and are subject to elimination upon consolidation. 
Services provided, deemed to at market or near market rates, are treated as revenues and expenditures / 
expenses. Reimbursements are when one fund incurs a cost, charges the appropriate benefiting fund and 
reduces its related cost as a reimbursement. All other interfund transactions are treated as transfers. 
Transfers between governmental funds are netted as part of the reconciliation to the government-wide 
financial statements. 


Inventories 


For fund financial statements, inventories are accounted for utilizing the purchase method. Under this 
method, inventories are recorded as expenditures when purchased. For government-wide financial 
statements, inventories are carried at cost using the first-in, first-out method. 


Capital Assets 


For government-wide financial statements, capital assets purchased or acquired, in accordance with the 
Town’s capitalization policy, are reported at historical cost or estimated historical cost. Contributed assets 
are reported at fair market value as of the date received. Additions, improvements and other capital outlays 
that significantly extend the useful life of an asset are capitalized. Other costs incurred for repairs and 
maintenance are expensed as incurred. Depreciation on all assets is provided on the straight-line basis over 
the assets estimated useful lives.

Compensated Absences 


For government-wide financial statements the Town accrues accumulated unpaid vacation and sick leave 
and associated employee-related costs when earned (or estimated to be earned) by the employee. For 
governmental funds, only the current portion, (the amount estimated to be paid within one operating 
period) is accrued. The long-term portion represents a reconciling item between the fund and government- 
wide presentations. 


Long-term Obligations 


All long-term debt is reported as liabilities in the government-wide financial statements. Long-term debt 
generally consists of bonds payable, capital leases, accrued compensated absences, and special termination 
benefits. Governmental funds reported in the fund financial statements are concerned with current financial 
resources only and do not report long-term debt. Instead, debt proceeds are reported as other financing 
sources when received and payments of principal and interest are reported as expenditures when due. 


Governmental Fund Equity 


For governmental funds the unreserved fund balances represent the amount available for appropriation in 
future periods subject to statutory requirements and limitation; the reserved fund balances represent the 
amounts that have been legally identified for specific purposes and are not appropriable for expenditure; 
and the designated fund balances represent tentative plans for future use of financial resources. 


Revenues 


Revenue resulting from exchange transactions, in which each party gives and receives essentially equal 
value, is recorded on the accrual basis when the exchange takes place. On the modified accrual basis, 
revenue is recorded when the exchange takes place and in the period in which the resources are measurable 
and available. Revenue resulting from non-exchange transactions, in which the Town receives value without 
directly giving equal value in return, generally includes grants and donations and is recognized when 
applicable grantor requirements, including purpose, eligibility, timing, and matching have been met. 


General revenues on the Statement of Activities include property taxes and aid from various State of New 
Hampshire sources that are not program revenues (charges for services, or related to operating or capital 
grant programs). 

Use of Estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with U.S. generally accepted accounting principles 


requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and 
liabilities and disclosures. Accordingly, actual results could differ from those estimates.

NOTE 2 - STEWARDSHIP, COMPLIANCE AND ACCOUNTABILITY 
Legal Debt Limit 


Per state statute, the Town may not incur debt at any one time in excess of 1.75% of it's locally assessed 
valuation as last equalized by the Commissioner of the New Hampshire Department of Revenue 
Administration. 


For the year ended December 31, 2007, the Town had not exceeded its legal debt limit. 
Risk Management 


The Town is exposed to various risks of loss related to property loss, torts, errors and omissions, injuries to 
employees and natural disasters. There have no significant reductions in coverage from the prior year and 
settlements have not exceeded coverage in the past three years. 


The Town is a member of the Loca/ Government Center Property-Liability Trust, LLC (LGC). LGC provides 
certain property and liability insurance coverage’s to member towns, cities and other qualified political 
subdivisions of New Hampshire. The Trust is classified as a “Risk Pool” as described in Statement Number 
10 of the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. The Town shares in contributing to the cost of, and 
receiving the benefits from a self-insured pooled risk management program. The membership and coverage 
run from July 1% to June 30". The program includes a Self Insured Retention above which it purchases 
reinsurance and excess insurance. Limits of protection and deductibles are set-forth in the Summary of 
Amounts of Protection and Public Official Schedule Bond. 


Contributions paid in 2007 for FY2008, ending June 30, 2008, to be recorded as an insurance expenditure 
totaled $49,615. Additional contributions paid in 2007 for FY2008, ending June 30, 2008 to be recorded as 
an insurance expenditure totaled $349. Refunds due to the Town in 2007 for FY2008, ending June 30, 2008 
totaled $0. 


The Town purchases workers compensation insurance through Primex. Primex is a pooled risk management 
program under RSA 5-B and RSA 281-A. The Primex board has retained $500,000 of the risk of each loss 
and has determined to self-insure both the specific and aggregate exposures and has allocated funds based 
on actuarial analysis for that purpose. The member participation agreement permits Primex to make 
additional assessments to members, should there be a deficiency in contributions for any member year, not 
to exceed the member's annual contribution.

Claims, Judgments and Contingent Liabilities 
Grant Programs 


The Town may participate in state, federal and private funded programs, which are governed by various 
laws, regulations, contracts and agreements of the grantor. Costs charged to these programs are subject to 
audit or review by the grantor; therefore, to the extent that the Town has not complied with laws, 
regulations, contracts and agreements of the grantor, refunds of money for any disallowed claims, including 
amounts already collected, may constitute a contingent liability of the Town. At December 31, 2007, the 
Town believes that there are no significant contingent liabilities relating to compliance with the laws, 
regulations, and contracts and agreements governing these programs; therefore, no provision has been 
recorded in the financial statements for such contingencies. 


Litigation 
The Town is subject to various claims, and sometimes lawsuits, which arise in the normal course of 
operations. Management of the Town believes that the outcome of these contingencies will not have a 


materially adverse effect on the financial statements and accordingly, no provision for loss has been 
recorded.

Credit Risk — Deposits 


The Town maintains deposits in accordance with RSA 41:29 which states that the treasurer shall deposit all 
such moneys in participation units in the public deposit investment pool established pursuant to RSA 383:22 
or in solvent banks in the state, except that funds may be deposited in banks outside the state if such banks 
pledge and deliver to a third party custodial bank or the federal reserve bank collateral security for such 
deposits, United States government obligations, United States government agency obligations, or obligations 
of the state of New Hampshire in value at least equal to the amount of the deposit in each case. The 
amount of collected funds on deposit in any one bank shall not for more than 20 days exceed the sum of its 
paid-up capital and surplus. 


Credit Risk - Investments 


The Town maintains investments in accordance with RSA 41:29 which states that whenever the town 
treasurer has in custody an excess of funds which are not immediately needed for the purpose of 
expenditure, the town treasurer shall, with the approval of the selectmen, invest the same in obligations of 
the United States government, in the public deposit investment pool established pursuant to RSA 383:22, in 
savings bank deposits of banks incorporated under the laws of the state of New Hampshire or in certificates 
of deposits and repurchase agreements of banks incorporated under the laws of the state of New Hampshire 
or in banks recognized by the state treasurer. Any person who directly or indirectly receives any such funds 
or moneys for deposit or for investment in securities of any kind shall, prior to acceptance of such funds, 
make available at the time of such deposit or investment an option to have such funds secured by collateral 
having a value at least equal to the amount of such funds. Such collateral shall be segregated for the 
exclusive benefit of the town. Only securities defined by the bank commissioner as provided by rules 
adopted pursuant to RSA 386:57 shall be eligible to be pledged as collateral. At least yearly, the selectmen 
shall review and adopt an investment policy for the investment of public funds in conformance with the 
provisions of applicable statutes.

Interest Rate Risk 


The Town does not have a formal investment policy that limits investment maturities as a means of 
managing its exposure to fair value losses arising from increasing interest rates. 


Custodial Credit Risk 


Custodial credit risk for deposits is the risk that in the event of a bank failure, the Town’s deposits may not 
be returned to it. The Town does not have a policy for custodial credit risk on deposits. As of December 31, 
2007, $3,042,362 of the Town’s bank balance of $3,366,066 was exposed to custodial credit risk because it 
was uninsured and the collateral for the amounts was held by the depository’s agent but not in the Town’s 
name. 


For an investment, custodial credit risk is the risk that, in the event of the failure of the counterparty, the 
Town will not be able to recover the value of its investments or collateral securities that are in the 
possession of an outside party. Of the Town’s $2,811,095 in various investments, $0 is held by the 
investment’s counterparty, not in the name of the Town.

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NOTE 7 - LONG-TERM LIABILITIES 


The Town can issue general obligation debt instruments to provide funds for the acquisition and 
construction of major capital equipment, infrastructure and other facilities. General obligation debt 
instruments are “direct government obligations" and consequently are a pledge of the full faith and credit of 
the Town. The Town is obligated under certain leases accounted for as capital leases. The leased assets 
are accounted for as capital assets and capital lease liabilities in the government-wide financial statements. 
In the governmental fund financial statements the lease is recorded as an expenditure and other financing 
source in the year executed; annual lease payments are recorded as expenditures when paid. Other long- 
term obligations include compensated absences and early retirement obligations.

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NOTE 8 - PROPERTY TAXES 
Property Tax Calendar 


The Town is responsible for assessing, collecting and distributing property taxes in accordance with state 
legislation. The property tax year is from April 1 - March 31. Unpaid property taxes may be liened 
(following statutory notification and procedural guidelines) as soon as 30-days after the final bill (or 
installment) is due. Unpaid taxes are assessed interest at a rate of 12% up to the “lien date,” at which time 
the rate increases to 18%. Two years from the execution of the real estate tax lien the Tax Collector may 
execute to the lienholder a “deed” of the property subject to the real estate tax lien and not redeemed 
(paid). 


Revenue Recognition 


The Town recognizes property tax revenues when they are levied (i.e., after a warrant for collection is 
committed to the Tax Collector by the Board of Selectmen). This is a GAAP departure (from GASB 
Statement #1 generally, and specifically WCGA Interpretation -3? "Revenue Recognition - Property Taxes’. 
Under GAAP, certain disclosures are required of property tax revenues that are not received during the 
period, or within 60-days thereafter, that are recognized as receivables without a corresponding reserve. 
The Town believes that this application of GAAP to its property tax revenues would result in misleading 
financial statements since such GAAP application would reduce fund balance by the amount of uncollected 
property taxes; concurrent with a GAAP requirement to record an expenditure (and payable) for the amount 
due to the local education authority (such amount based solely on a share of the uncollected property 
taxes). This GAAP departure as applied to New Hampshire towns was addressed by the GASB in 1984. The 
GASB, in responding to an inquiry on this matter, provided justification for the departure from the 60-day 
rule due to the unique legislation in the State of New Hampshire regarding the Town's responsibility for (and 
expenditure recognition of) intergovernmental payments to the local education authority (school district). 
This justification has been reviewed and accepted by the New Hampshire Department of Revenue 
Administration (which requires GAAP-based regulatory reporting) and has been established as a widely 
prevalent practice followed by most New Hampshire towns. 
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NOTE 9 - PENSION PLAN 


The Town participates in the New Hampshire Retirement System (the “System”), a cost-sharing multiple- 
employer defined benefit pension plan and trust established in 1967 by RSA 100-A:2 administered by a 
Board of Trustees. The plan is a contributory plan that provides service, disability, death and vested 
retirement benefits to members and their beneficiaries. Benefit provisions are established and may be 
amended by the New Hampshire State Legislature. The System issues a publicly available financial report 
that includes financial statements and required supplementary information for the System. That report may 
be obtained by writing to New Hampshire Retirement System, 4 Chenell Drive, Concord, New Hampshire 
03301. 


The System is funded by contributions from both the employees and the Town. Per RSA-100:16, plan 
member contribution rates are established and may be amended by the New Hampshire State legislature 
while the employer contribution rates are determined by the System Board of Trustees based on an actuarial 
valuation. Plan members are required to contribute 5.0%, for Group I employees, and 9.3%, for Group II 
employees, of their covered salary and the town is required to contribute at an actuarially determined rate. 
The Town’s contribution rates for the year ended December 31, 2007 were 6.81% for Group I employees, 
9.68% for Group II Policemen, and 14.36% for Group II Firemen, as applicable. The Town contributes 65% 
of the employer cost for police and firemen employed by the Town and the State contributes the remaining 
35% of the employer cost. The State of New Hampshire contributions represent on-behalf fringe benefit 
payments, which in accordance with GASB Statement No. 24, are required to be reported as a revenue and 
expense in the statement of activities and as a revenue and expenditure in the governmental funds 
statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund balances. The Town contributes 100% of the 
employer cost for general employees of the Town (if applicable). The Town’s contributions to the System 
for the years ending December 31, 2007, 2006, and 2005 were $142,968, $117,172, and $112,279, 
respectively. For the year ended December 31, 2007 on-behalf fringe benefit payments made by the State 
of New Hampshire amounted to $31,381. 


NOTE 10 - DEFERRED COMPENSATION PLAN 


The Town offers to its full-time employees a deferred compensation plan in accordance with an agreement 
entered into on April 30, 1985. The plan in administered by the The Copeland Companies, under section 
457 of the Internal Revenue Code and RSA Chapter 101-B of the statutes of the State of New Hampshire. 
Participation in the plan is optional to eligible employees. 


Contributions to the plan are made through employee withholdings under the terms identified in each 
employee's Participant Agreement. 


Participants shall elect a payment option, from those available under the Investment Contract, at least 30 


days before the payments of benefits is to commence. If a timely election is not made then the benefits will 
be paid as a Life Annuity with payments guaranteed for 10 years. 


NOTE 11 - POST-RETIREMENT HEALTH CARE 


The Town does not provide post-employment health-care benefits except those mandated by the 
Consolidated Omnibus Reconciliation Act (COBRA). The requirements established by COBRA for post- 
employment health-care benefits provide that employees who elect coverage under the Act are responsible 
for the cost.
